BID OFFICERS RESPONDED TO A RADIO CALL OF A 415 MAN AT THE 
ABOVE BUSINESS. 


INVESTIGATION: 

UPON ARRIVAL, BID OFFICERS SPOKE WITH THE P/R WHO ADVISED SHE 
HAD REFUSED TO CASH A CHECK OF A MAN, LATER I.D. AS DEFENDANT 
DUKES. THE DEFENDANT THEN REFUSED TO LEAVE AND CAUSED A 
DISTURBANCE. SHE THEN CALL THE BID PATROL FOR ASSISTANCE. SHE 
ADVISED THAT THE DEFENDANT HAD DEPARTED PRIOR TO OFFICERS 
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ARRIVAL. 

AFTER LEAVING THE BUSINESS, OFFICERS WERE ENTERING THEIR 
PATROL VEHICLE AND OBSERVED THE DEFENDANT ARRIVE AND RE- 
ENTER THE BUSINESS. AS OFFICERS LOOKED THRU THE WINDOWS, 
OFFICERS OBSERVED THE P/R POINTING AT THE DEFENDANT. 


OFFICERS BROADCAST VIA THEIR RADIOS THAT THE DEFENDANT HAD 
RETURNED AND REQUESTED ANOTHER BID UNIT TO REPSOND TO THE 
SCENE. 

FB-3, BID OFFICERS TRUJILLO AND SHAMOYAN ARRIVED WITHIN 
MINUTES AND OFFICERS APPROACHED TO CONTACT THE DEFENDANT. 
REYES CONTACTED THE P/R AND ADVISED THAT THEY WERE GOING TO 
ATTEMPT TO GET THE DEFENDANT TO LEAVE. REYES THEN ASKED THE 
P/R THAT IF THE DEFENDANT REFUSED TO LEAVE DID SHE WANT HIM 
ARRESTED. THE P/R REPLIED THAT IF THE DEFENDANT REFUSED TO 
LEAVE, SHE WANTED HIM ARRESTED. 

BID OFFICER COX CONTACTED THE DEFENDANT WHO WAS NOW SITTING 
ON THE FLOOR OF THE LOBBY WITH HIS BACK AGAINST THE COUNTER 
OF THE BUSINESS. COX ADVISED THE DEFENDANT THAT HE WAS 
TRESPASSING AND NEEDED TO LEAVE OR BE SUBJECT TO ARREST FOR 
TRESPASSING. THE DEFENDANT THEN LAID FACE DOWN ON THE LOBBY 
FLOOR AND STATED “WELL, THEN ARREST ME.” 


ARREST: 

BID OFFICER COX ADVISED THE DEFENDANT THAT HE WAS BEING 
PLACED UNDER PRIVATE PERSONS ARREST (POWERS GRANTED BY 837 
P/C) FOR 41.24(d) LAMC; TRESPASSING ON COMMERCIAL PROPERTY 
OPEN TO THE PUBLIC. 

THE DEFENDANT WAS THEN HANDCUFFED AS HE LAID ON HIS 
STOMACK ON THE LOBBY FLOOR. THE DEFENDANT WAS THEN WALKED 
OUT TO THE BID PATROL VEHICLE. BID OFFICERS THEN ATTEMPTED TO 
PLACE THE DEFENDANT IN THE BACK SEAT OF THE VEHICLE FOR 
TRANSPORTATION TO HOLLYWOOD STATION, LAPD. THE DEFENDANT 
THEN STARTED YELLING AND REFUSED TO ENTER THE BID PATROL 
VEHICLE. THE DEFENDANT WAS THEN LAID ON THE SIDEWALK AND 
THEN INTO SEATING POSITION WHILE LAPD WAS SUMMONED TO THE 
SCENE.
